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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 3, lines 2-3 the phrase "layer (A) contain — colored layer" renders claim 
indefinite. It is not clear from the claim language whether layer (A) has two transparent layers 
and one colored layer or layer (A) has one transparent layer and one colored layer. Further if 
layer (A) has at least two transparent and one colored layer then how transparent layers are 
arranged in respect to colored layer. Clarification and/or correction requested. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Spain et al 
(U.S. Patent 5,725,712) in view of Saeki et al (U.S. Patent 5,829,804). 

Spain et al disclose a laminate structure comprising carrier film such as polyester (col. 23, 
lines 49-50), coated with acrylic clear coat. Over the acrylic clear coat, an acrylic paint (colored) 
coat applied. Size coat applied over the paint coat. Thus formed laminate is laminated to a 
thermoplastic polypropylene substrate. The size coat can be chlorinated polypropylene. The 
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thermoplastic polypropylene substrate can contain filler (Example 1 and Examples 12 and 13). 
Spain et al's method has similar steps as claimed in the instant invention. Spain et al's article is 
directed to a part of car. Spain et al also suggest that other articles can be made (col. 7, lines 53- 
58). Spain et al fail to disclose polypropylene substrate containing filler and thermoplastic 
elastomer. 

Saeki et al disclose a resin composition for making automobile parts such as bumpers. 
Saeki et al's composition comprises propylene polymer 100 wt parts, ethylene-propylene 
copolymer rubber 46 wt parts and talc 7.7 wt parts (Examples). Saeki et al's part can be painted. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
this invention made to utilize disclosure of Saeki et al in the invention of Spain et al to use Saeki 
et al's substrate and Saeki et al's composition as size coat since it provides adhesion to paint. 

No claims are allowed.
